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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-3, 13, and 36 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Park et al 
(5,995,400). 

Park et al discloses a power converting apparatus which is connected to an electric power 
system, said apparatus comprising: a converting circuit (240), arranged to convert direct current 
power to alternating current power; a transforming circuit (230), arranged to transform voltage 
outputted from said converting circuit; a switch (relay not shown), arranged to make/break 
connection between said transforming circuit and the electric power system; and a controller 
(220, arranged to control operation of said converting circuit and transforming circuit, and 
connection of said switch based on a line voltage of the electric power system and/or a 
connection state between said apparatus and the electric power system (see figure 28, col. 7, line 
34 thru col. 8, line 67). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Park et al 
(5,995,400) in view of Fujii et al (5,616,968 - cited in IDS filed on 6/30/06). 

Park et al discloses the invention substantially as claimed except for the use of a booster 
circuit, arranged to boost voltage of the direct current power to be inputted to the converting 
circuit. Fujii, however, teaches that the use of a booster (13) with a converting circuit (14) is 
well know in the power supply art (see figure lb). Thus, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art to employ the booster in power supply system of Park et al, as 
taught by Fujii et al, in order to allowing an AC power capacity to be increased relatively simply 
to respond to an increased load demand. 

6. Claims 5 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Park et al 
(5,995,400) in view of Kimura et al (6,448,489). 

Park et al discloses the invention substantially as claimed except for the use of a booster 
circuit, arranged to boost voltage of the direct current power to be inputted to the converting 
circuit and a solar battery. Kimura et al, however, teaches that the use of a solar battery (lb) and 
a booster (2) with a converting circuit (60) is well know in the power supply art (see figure 1). 
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Thus, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to employ the booster 
and a solar battery in power supply system of Park et al, as taught by Kimura et al, in order to 
provide different output voltages and to enable efficient use of the maximum output power of the 
solar cells. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 09/03/2008 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant contends that "Park is not seen to disclose or suggest a switch arranged to 
make/break connection between transformer 228 and source of input power 210." It is noted, 
however, that the features upon which applicant relies are not recited in the rejected claims. 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification 
are not read into the claims. Claims merely call for "an electric power system." In other words, 
claims do not call for a switch arranged to make/break connection between transformer and 
source of input power. Instead, claims recite "a switch, arranged to make/break connection 
between said transforming circuit and the electrical system." Given the broadest reasonable 
interpretation, claims fail to set forth any structure which is different from the structure disclosed 
by the applied references.
